Breen,  unpublished,  has  been  used  in  several  auction  catalogues  and,  partially,, 
in  some  edition  of  the  Standard  Catalogue.  Unfortunately,  the  B  numbers  have  not  remained 
unchanged,  creating  some  confusion.  We  have  tried  to  use  the  latest  numbers  but  cannot  be  certain 
that  these  will  remain  unchanged.  For  example,  in  a  1954  Sale,  1825  G1  was  B64,  in  1962  it 
was  B65.)

49 —  1793  First  year  of  the  issue  of  half-cents.  Gilbert  1,  Breen  3:2B,  Empire  1.  Date 
and  LIBERTY  are  sharp.  An  attractive  coin  despite  pitting.  Rarity  4,  fine- 15.  In 
demand,  should  bring  more  than  $325.00 

50 —  1794  G-7,  B9:3-E,  E-ll.  The  divided  date  1  79  4.  Swelling  in  die  at  right  of  4, 
heavy  injuries  from  wreath  show  between  cap  and  wreath  and  before  nick  and 
face.  Rarity  5,  VF-30.  Not  in  Dupont  sale,  seldom  offered.  $225.00 

51 —  1795  G-l,  B14:1A,  E-14.  Lettered  edge,  with  pole,  perfect  date.  A  desirable  "type-* 
coin.  Very  fine-25.  $175.00 

52*  1795  G-3,  B15a:2A,  E-15.  Lettered  edge,  with  pole,  punctuated  date.  A  most 
pleasing  coin,  light  to  medium  brown.  Acquired  out  of  the  Frederick  W.  Geiss  Sale 
as  Uncirculated.  It  is  certainly  AU-55,  superior  to  Dupont,  Ryder;  not  in  recent 
New  Netherlands  offering  ( 6/6 2 ) .  Rarity  4.  Should  fetch  $400.00  or  more. 

53*  1795  G-4,  B17:2C,  E-16.  Plain  edge,  with  pole,  punctuated  date,  thin  planchet. 
These  dies  were  well  worn  and  HALF  CENT  is  rarely  found  even  partly  visible, 
although  on  this  specimen  it  is  quite  discernible  with  most  of  the  letters  very 
clear.  There  is  the  heavy  swell  before  face,  granulation  and  heavy  break  from 
first  T  in  STATES.  One  must  keep  in  mind  that  half  cents  were  usually  struck  on 
poorer  or  discolored  copper,  the  better  material  having  been  reserved  for  large 
cents.  Rarity  4,  and  especially  hard  to  find  so  nice.  Our  grading  of  XF-40  on  this 
example  may  invite  criticism.  Please  examine  the  coin  very  carefully  before  finding 
fault.  Dupont’s  was  only  "about  very  good  ”,  the  NN  piece  VF-20.  Mr.  Lahrman 
may  have  just  about  as  nice  a  coin  as  one  can  find.  $325.00 

54 — 1795  G-5,  B19:3D,  E-17.  Plain  edge,  no  pole,  triple  leaf  at  IT,  thin  planchet. 
Struck  off  center  on  a  poor  planchet.  The  lettering  is  sharp.  Very  fine-25.  A 
popular  type”  coin.  $150.00 

55*  1797  G-l,  B22a:  1  A,  E-22.  Lettered  edge,  low  head,  triple  leaf  under  AME.  AMER 
of  a  Large  Cent  embossed  on  obverse  from  below  Liberty’s  ear  across  neck  and  last 
7  to  edge.  Probably  only  3  known  pieces  struck  over  a  large  cent.  Dupont  had  one 
on  which  1798  showed  clearly  on  the  obverse  (probably  the  Alvord  specimen), 
Gschwend  had  a  second  and  this  is  ex-Proskey  and  Hughes.  The  obverse  is  easily 
fine;  on  the  reverse  TES  OF  A  are  weak  but  clearly  discernible,  LF  and  T  within 
wreath  worn.  This  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  the  Half  Cents  varieties  and  our  coin  is 
ex-Proskey.  There  are  perhaps  not  more  than  2  dozen  specimens  known  with 
probably  not  more  than  6  in  fine  or  better  condition.  F-12  would  be  a  fair  grading 
for  this  rarity.  Should  bring  $500.00. 

56 —  1797  G-3,  B24:3B,  E-23.  Plain  edge,  centered  head.  Poorly  struck  on  a  "tired  old 
planchet.’’  Die  break  at  UNI.  This  is  ex-Dr.  French,  about  Very  fine-20.  $100.00. 

57 —  Another  G-3,  struck  much  better  but  has  several  scratches.  Otherwise  VF-20. 
Die  break  at  UNI.  $150.00. 

58 _ 1797  G-4,  B23:2B,  E-24.  1  over  1  in  date.  Struck  from  badly  injured  dies  and, 

very  likely,  over  a  Talbot,  Allum  and  Lee  token.  Weak  TED  and  ICA.  About  very 
fine-20.  $90.00. 
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59 —  1800  G-l,  B25:1A,  E-25.  A  lustrous,  sharp  example.  Slight  abrasions  take  this  out 
of  the  Uncirculated  class  but,  certainly,  it  is  AU-55.  $95.00.

First  T  in  STATES  has  a  plain  right  base,  the  second  does 
not.  This  specimen  is  without  the  rim  break  over  OF  A.  A  high  Rarity  6.  A  fine- 15 
in  the  Dupont  Sale  in  1954  sold  for  $75.00.  This  VF-20-25  is  far  superior  and 
should  create  a  stir.  $400.00 

80*  1804  G-10,  B34:2B,  E-41.  Low  4.  Rough  reverse  and  scratches  on  obverse  but 
hard  to  find  in  any  condition;  this  variety  is  Rarity  7  and  the  rarest  of  all  the 
1804’s.  About  fine  and  not  quite  as  nice  as  the  Dupont  piece  which  fetched 
$100.00  in  1954.  Today  our  coin  should  bring  $200.00  or  more. 

81 —  1805  G-l,  B47:3-C,  E44.  Small  5,  without  stems.  The  W.  W.  Neil  coin.  Ex¬ 
tremely  fine  45.  $60.00 

82 —  1805  Another  G-l.  Attractive,  light  brown,  barely  if  at  all  circulated.  A  desirable

UNITED  STATES  HALF  DOLLARS 

The  United  States  Half  Dollars  were  very  popular  for  many  years.  Of  late,  however, 
interest  in  this  series  was  centered  around  a  small  group  of  serious  collectors  who  saw 
in  this  fifty  cents  piece  a  long  reign,  longer  than  that  of  any  other  United  States  de¬ 
nomination,  which  also  substantially  maintained  its  original  size.  The  Cent  has  claims  to 
an  equivalent  reign  but  when  broken  down  into  the  customary  large  cents  and  small 
cents  groups,  it  leaves  the  Half  Dollar  in  the  fore. 

The  Standard  Work  on  the  series  is  by  M.  L.  Beistle,  "A  Register  of  Half  Dollar  Die 
Varieties  and  Sub-Varieties.”  In  Beistle’s  numbering  system  the  obverse  die  varieties  are 
numbered  and  the  reverse  dies  are  referred  to  by  capital  letters.  ( A.B.C.  etc.)
